During  this  year  there  will  be  four  Eclip o  of  the  Sun  and 

two  of  the  Moon,  in  the  following  order  : 

I.  February  7-8.  There  will  be  a  pan  '.ipse  of  the  Moon, 
invisible  here. 

II.  February  22nd.  There  will  be  an  /\nnular  Eclipse  of  the  Sun, 
invisible. 

III.  August  3rd.  There  will  be  a  partial  Eclipse  of  the  Moon, 
visible  at  Greenwich.  The  first  contact  with  the  Penumbra  occurs 
August  3rd,  (ih.  11m.  9,  mean  time  at  Greenwich,  in  Longitude  87° 
4;  East  of  Greenwich  and  Latitude  IT'  0'  S.  The  middle  of  the 
Eclipse  occurs  at  8h.  48m.  9.  in  Longitude  49°  8'  E.  of  Greenwich 
and  in  Latitude  10°  50 /  S.  Last  contact  with  the  Penumbra  occurs 
in  Longitude  11°  10'  E.  and  in  Latitude  1G°  35'  S.  The  first  contact 
with  the  shadow  occurs  at  130°  from  the  northernmost  point  of  the 
Moon's  limb  toward  the  East. 

IV.  August  18th.  There  will  be  a  total  Eclipse  of  the  Sun,  only 
partly  visible  as  a  partial  Eclipse  at  Greenwich.

The  colors  of  the  sky  at  different  times  are  a  wonderful  guidance.     Not  only  £j 


does  a  clear  sunset  presage  fair  weather,  but  there  are  other  tints  which  speak  wi  •  ?g  '-' 
clearness  and  accuracy.  A  bright  yellow  sky  in  the  evening  indicates  wind-,  p,  •' 
yellow,  wet ;  a  neutral  gray  constitutes  a  favorable  sign  in  the  morning,  and  an 
unfavorable  one  in  the  evening.  The  clouds  are  full  of  meaning  in  themselves.  If 
they  are  soft,  undefined,  and  feathery,  the  weather  will  be  fine  ;  if  the  edges  are 
hard,  sharp,  and  definite,  it  will  be  foul.  Generally  speaking,  any  deep,  unusual 
hues  betoken  wind  or  rain;  while  more  quiet  and  moderate  tints  bespeak  fair 
weather.  Simple  as  these  maxims  are,  the  Board  of  Trade  have  throught  fit  to 
publish  them  for  the  use  of  seafaring  men.

FRAGMENT   OF   A   SPEECH. 


"  I  have  seen  it  stated  recently  on 
authority,  which  at  the  time  seemed  re- 
liable, that  a  certain  manufacturing  com- 
pany in  the  East  determined  to  demons- 
trate to  their  employees  the  ruinous  folly 
of  drink,  both  to  themselves  and  to  their 
families.  In  order  to  make  the  demons- 
tration complete,  they  procured  one 
thousand  new  ten-dollar  bills.  These 
they  carefully  marked  and  paid  out  to  as 
many  of  their  workmen  on  a  certain 
Saturday. 

The  Monday  following  they  found 
four  hundred  and  sixty  of  these  bills  in 
the  banks  of  the  city  among  the  deposits 
of  the  saloon  keepers.  Here  was  a  demons- 
tration that  within  twenty-four  hours, 
almost  one-half  of  the  money  paid  pass- 
ed through  the  hand  of  the  saloon- 
keeper. 

Of  course  we  may  reckon  that  some 
change  came  back  to  the  working-men  ; 
but  we  may  also  reckon  that  in  some  cases 
the  saloon-keeper  did  not  make  a  deposit, 
and  that  in  others  the  workmen  used  other 
money  than  the  ten-dollar  bill  in  his  pos- 
session, or  first  broke  the  bill  (possibly 
at  the  grocers)  before  he  went  to  the 
saloon. 


But  four  hundred  and  sixty  out  of  one 
thousand  went  directly  to  the  saloon. 

These  facts  were  laid  before  the  work- 
men on  the  following  day.  They  were  so 
startling  that  immediately  many  of  the 
men  joined  in  the  formation  of  an  anti- 
saloon  and  total  abstinence  society. 

"W  ,!i  you  say,  "all  this  does  not 
affect  m«."  Yes  it  does,  in  two  ways.  That 
enormous  amount  of  money  cannot  be 
worse  than  wasted  without  in  some  way 
taxing  you  to  make  it  up.  You  have  to 
pay  the  extra  police  bill ;  the  extra  tax  re- 
quired to  take  care  of  the  criminals  and 
repair  the  waste  of  crime,  not  to  say  any- 
thing of  the  millions  you  have  to  pay  an- 
nually to  the  corrupt  politicians  of  our 
cities  who  only  live  by  the  help  of  the 
saloon. 

The  thrift  of  the  land  has  to  pay  this 
indirect  tax  occasioned  by  the  saloon 
power. 

But  more  than  that, you  have  to  pay  out 
in  charities,  individual  and  organized,  an 
amount  equal  to  the  money  spent  by  the 
men  in  the  saloon,  and  which  they  have 
taken  away  from  the  support  of  their  fam- 
ilies to  maintain  those  families — sunken  to 
want  and  misery."

PLANTING  AN  ORCHARD. 

The  advise  so  commonly  given  by  writ- 
ers to  select  a  rich,  warm,  dry  soil,  often 
leads  to  bad  results.  Good  corn  land  is  all 
right }  but  extra  good  corn  soil  seldom  fails 
to  ruin  an  orchard  sooner  or  later.  The 
best  slope  is  northeast;  worst,  southwest; 
north  is  better  than  south  ;  elevated  lands 
better  than  low.  No  protection  on  either 
side  except  south  ;  make  your  orchard 
self  protecting ;  first  by  setting  each  tree 
in  the  second  row  south  about  two  feet  to 
the  west  of  the  one  nearly  opposite  in 
north  row,  so  as  to  have  the  south  tree's 
shadow  strike  the  north  tree  at  half  past 
one.  The  shadow  of  the  trees  being  much 
longer  in  winter  than  in  summer,  they  will 
then,  thus  set,  shade  and  protect  each 
other  at  the  exact  time  and  place  they 
most  need  protection  from  the  steady, 
direct  rays  of  the  sun,  which  so  seriously 
injure  our  trees  during  the  cold,  sunny 
days  in  February  and  March.  Set  them 
from  two  to  ten  inches  deeper  than  grown 
in  nursery.  Leave  the  hole  on  the  bottom 
a  little  sloping  to  the  one  o'clock  sun. 
This  will  help  much  in  keeping  a  tree 
growing  the  same  way. 

Set  them  firmly;  and  as  soon  as  the 
leaves  are  about  to  open,  cut  all  the  lead- 
ing branches  on  the  northeast  side,  clipping 
in  the  ends  of  the  twigs  on  the  sun  side 
with  a  view  to  close  up  all  openings  from 
the  steady  unbroken  rays  of  the  sun.  A 
tree  that  leans  northwest  will  be  killed  on 
the  southeast  side.  If  it  leans  northeast,  it 
will  be  killed  on  the  southwest.  If  it  leans 
southeast  it  will  die  on  the  northwest  side 
as  far  as  the  sun  strikes  at  3  o'clock.  Follow 
the  above  plan  for  setting  and  keep  them 
so  trimmed.  One  tree  thus  grown  will  be 
worth  ten  fine  high  symmetrical  topped 
trees  we  read  of  so  much.  It  is  a  fact 
well  known  to  old  observers,  that  99  trees 
of  every  100  set  as  they  commonly  are  with 
fine  even  symmetrical  tops,  will  at  the  end 
of  five  years  be  found  working  more  or  less 
to  the  northeast.  And  in  making  north- 
east they  are  making  toward  ruin.  Grow 
such  crops  in  orchards  as  will  best  prevent 
the  ground"  from  thawing  out  in  winter  or 
early  spring. 

Fall  Planting  of  Small  Fruits. 

Early  fall  is  the  best  time  at  the 
North  for  planting  all  small  fruits  except 
strawberries.  Heavy  clay  soil  that  is  likely 
to  heave  by  the  frosts  of  winter  is  some- 
times objected  to,  but  such  soil  is  hard  to 
work  till  late  in  the  spring  and  than  if  dry 
weather  follow  soon  after  setting  the 
plants,  a  greater  percentage  of  loss  occurs 
than  by  the  heaving  out  by  frost  where 
plants  were  put  out  in  the  fall  on  the  same 
field.  On  any  other  soil  the  advantages 
are  so  great  that  one  who  has  once  tested 
the  two  seasons  for  planting  on  the  same 
field  side  by  side  with  same  variety  and 
quality  of  plants  not  be  likely  to  plant 
again  in  spring  if  it  is  possible  to  do  it  in 
the  fall.  Plants  set  from  the  middle  of 
October  to  the  middle  of  November  do 
well,  for  at  this  season  the  average  planter 
is   not   so  crowded  by   other  work  and 


therefore  has  ample  time  for  a  thorough 
preparation  of  the  soil,  which  is  one  of 
the  first  essentials  in  successful  small  fruit 
culture  so  often  neglected  in  the  hurry  of 
spring  planting.  Again,  at  this  season  of 
the  year  the  plants  are  in  an  almost  dor- 
mant condition,  the  roots  only  growing 
a  little  up  to  freezing  time,  and  may  be 
handled  with  much  less  care  than  in 
spring,  when  the  new  and  tender  sprouts 
starting  from  the  roots  of  raspberries  and 
blackberries  are  easily  broken  off  and  de- 
stroyed, to  the  great  injury  if  not  the  en- 
tire loss  of  the  plant.  Currants  and  goose- 
berries begin  to  leaf  out  so  early  in  the 
spring  as  to  be  seriously  injured  by  any 
removal,  even  a  week  after  frost  is  first 
out  of  the  ground. 

IMPROVED   BEE-KEEPING. 

Comparatively  few  people,  outside  of 
those  actively  engaged  in  bee  culture  as  a 
business  have  any  idea  of  improvements 
and  discoveries  which  have  within  the  past 
few  years  been  made  in  that  line.  Bee- 
keeping is  no  longer  a  game  of  chance,  but 
if  any  industry  has  been  reduced  to  a  sci- 
ence, such  a  claim  may  now  be  made  by 
the  progressive  bee-keeper.  The  first  great 
improvement  was  the  adoption  of  movable 
frame  hives  and  devices  by  which  the  L  % 
were  caused  to  built  their  combs  straka/ 
in  the  frames  so  that  any  comb  could  be 
readily  taken  out  of  the  hive  at  will,  and 
any  part  critically  examined. 

Next  was  the  introduction  of  improved 
races  of  bees  from  all  parts  of  the  world. 
The  Italians,  we  believe,  still  hold  the  su- 
premacy as  superior  in  most  respects  to  any 
others.  The  queen  being  the  mother  of 
the  whole  colony,  and  the  worker  bees  very 
short-lived,  a  removal  of  the  native  queen 
from  any  hive  and  a  fertile  Italian  queen 
substituted,  but  a  few  weeks  is  required  to 
cause  the  whole  colony  to  become  Italians. 

Another  new  era  dawned  in  the  bee- 
keepers' world  with  the  introduction  of 
machines  for  making  comb-foundation. 
This  is  simply  a  thin  sheet  ofwax  pressed 
to  represent  the  base  or  bottcms  of  a  whole 
sheet  ^f  cells.  When  a  frame  is  filled  with 
this  foundation,  the  bees  very  quickly 
build  out  the  cells,  thus  forming  a  com- 
plete sheet  of  comb  straight  in  a  frame. 
Weak  colonies  can  be  very  rapidly  built  up 
with  this  help,  and  strong  ones  rapidly 
divided  and  multiplied  in  number. 

The  introduction  of  centrifugal  machi- 
nes by  which  honey  is  emptied  from  the 
cells,  thus  allowing  the  combs  to  be  re- 
placed and  refilled,  was  also  a  long  step 
forward  for  those  who  wish  to  obtain  large 
quantities  of  pure  strained  honey,  for  it  is 
found  that  it  costs  the  bees  more  to  built 
one  comb,  than  to  fill  several, and  as  honey 
is  not  always  abundant  in  the  fields,  short 
periods  of  profusion  when  certain  classes 
»f  flowers  are  abundant  must  be  made  the 
most  of,  and  empty  combs  supplied  at 
just  the  right  time  will  be  filled  with  sur- 
prising rapidity. 

So  bee-keeping,  like  other  industries,  to 
become  profitable  must  be  studied,  and  a 
systematic  and  intelligent  care  bestowed 
upon  them.

THE    GREATEST   CITY  IN   THE   WORLD. — FACTS  OF  CURIOUS  INTEREST 
CONCERNING    THE    BRITISH   METROPOLIS. 

London,  England,  is  the  greatest  city  the  world  ever  saw.  It  co- 
vers within  the  15  miles'  radius  of  Charing  Cross  (Strand)  700  square 
miles.  It  numbers  within  these  borders  5,000,000  of  inhabitants.  It 
comprises  over  2,000,000  foreigners  from  every  quarter  of  the  globe. 
It  contains  more  Roman  Catholics  than  Rome  itself;  more  Jews  than 
the  whole  of  Palestine;  more  Irish  than  Dublin;  more  Scotchmen  than 
Edinburgh;  more  Welshmen  than  Cardiff;  more  country-raised  per- 
sons than  the  Counties  of  Devon,  Warwickshire  and  Durham  combin- 
ed. Has  a  birth  in  it  every  fiveminutes;  has  a  death  in  it  every  eight 
minutes  ;  has  seven  accidents  everyday  in  its  8,000  miles  of  streets  ; 
has  on  an  average  40  miles  of  streets  opened  and  15,000  new  houses 
built  in  it  every  year.  In  1883  there  were  added  22,110  new  houses 
to  the  vast  aggregate  of  dwellings  which  is  called  the  metropolis  thus 
forming  358  new  streets  and  one  new  square  covering  a  distance  of  66 
miles  and  84  yards.  It  is  difficult  to  form  any  mental  picture  from 
these  figures.  Brighton,  the  queen  of  watering  places,  in  1881  had 
20,379  inhabited  houses,  so  that  London  in  1883 added  to  itself  a  town 
bigger  than  Brighton.  It  would  require  two  Cambridges  or  Oxfords, 
or  Baths  to  represent  the  addition  made  to  London  in  a  single  year. 
London  has  46,000  persons  added  annually  (by  birth)  to  its  popu- 
lation, has  over  1,000  ships  and  10,000  sailors  in  its  port  every  day; 
has  as  many  beer  shoos  and  gin  palaces,  as  would,  if  placed  side  by 
side  stretch  from  Charing  Cross  to  Portsmouth,  a  distance  of  78  miles; 
has  38,000  drunkards  annually  brought  before  its  magistrates;  has  70 
miles  of  open  shops  every  Sunday;  has  influence  with  all  parts  of  the 
world  represented  by  a  yearly  delivery  in  its  postal  districts  of 
298,000,000  of  letters.  Eight  hundred  and  fifty  trains  pass  Chapham 
junction  every  day,  and  the  transportation  (underground)  railroad 
runs  1,211  trains  every  day.  The  London  Omnibus  Company  have 
over  700  'buses,  which  carry  56,000, COO  passengers  annually.  It  is 
more  dangerous  to  walk  the  streets  of  London  than  to  travel  by  rail- 
road or  to  cross  the  Atlantic  from  New  Orleans  to  Liverpool.  Last 
year  130  persons  were  killed  and  2,000,  injured  by  vehicles  in  the 
streets.  There  are  in  London  15,000  police,  15,000  cabmen,  15,000 
persons  connected  with  the  post-office.  The  cost  of  gas  for  lightening 
London  annually  is  $3,000,000.  London  has  400  daily  and  weekly 
newspapers.  Last  year  there  were  600  fires.  The  ancient  and  fa- 
mous city  of  London  was  first  founded  by  Brute  the  Trojan  in  the 
year  of  the  world  2832,  so  that  since  the  first  building  it  is  3,006  years 
old.  The  drainage  system  of  London  is  superb,  and  the  death-rate 
very  low. 

Marvellous  Changes  of  Fifty  Years. 

Fifty  years  ago  there  was  not  a  steam  railway  or  an  electric  tele- 
graph in  the  world.  Now  there  are  90,000  miles  of  railroad  and 
300,000  miles  of  telegraph  in  the  United  States. 

Fifty  years  ago  there  was  not  an  ocean  steamship  afloat.  Now 
the  greater  part  of  the  foreign  trade  of  the  United  States  is  done  by 
steamships.  That  trade  in  1880  amounted  to  more  than  $1,500,000,000.

PROVINCE  OF  QUEBEC— I.  Court  of  Queens  Bench  Appeal

of  Queen's  Bench,  Chancery  and  Common  Pleas,  and  appeals  in 
criminal  cases  from  the  Courts  of  Queen's  Bench  and  Common  Pleas. 
From  the  judgment  of  this  Court  an  appeal  lies  to  the  Supreme  Court 
of  Canada,  in  the  cases  over  $5,000  or  where  annual  rent,  fee  or  future 
pleas  and  appeals  in  Criminal  cases  from  the  Court  of  Queen's  Bench 
and  rights  of  any  amount  are  affected. 

Court  of  Queen  s  Bench. — The  jurisdiction  of  this  Court  extends  to 
all  manner  of  actions,  causes  and  suits,  criminal  and  civil,  real,  personal 
and  mixed,  within  Ontario,  and  it  may  proceed  in  such,  by  such  pro- 
cess and  courses  as  are  provided  by  law. 

Court  of  Common  Pleas. — This  Court  has  the  same  powers  and 
jurisdiction  as  a  Court  of  Record,  as  the  Court  of  Queen's  Bench. 
Writs  of  summons  and  copias  issue  alternately  from  either  Court. 

Court  of  Chancery. — This  Court  has  -the  like  jurisdiction  as  the 
Court  of  Chancery  in  England  in  cases  of  fraud,  accident,  trust, 
executors,  administrators,  co-partnerships,  account  mortgages,  awards, 
dower,  infants,  idiots,  lunatics  and  their  estates,  waste,  specific  perT 
formance,  discovery,  and  to  prevent  multiplicity  of  suits,  staying  pro- 
ceedings at  law  prosecuted  against  equity  and  good  conscience,  and  may 
decree  the  issue,  repeal  or  avoidance  of  letters  patent,  and  generally 
the  like  powers  which  the  Court  of  Chancery  in  England  possesses.

THE    COURTS.— Continued. 

County  Courts, — Presided  over  by  a  resident  Judge  in  each  County. 
Their  jurisdiction  extends  to  all  personal  actions  where  the  debt  or 
damages  claimed  do  not  exceed  $200  ;  and  to  all  suits  relating  to  debt, 
covenant  or  contract  where  the  amount  is  ascertained  by  the  acts  of 
the  parties  or  signature  of  the  defendant  to  be  $400  ;  and  to  all  bail 
bonds  and  recognizances  of  bail  given  in  the  County  Court  to  any 
amount ;  but  not  to  cases  involving  the  title  to  lands,  validity  of  wills, 
or  actions  for  libel,  slander,  crim,  con,  or  seduction. 

Surrogate  Courts. — The  jurisdiction  of  these  Courts  relates  to  all 
testamentary  matters  and  causes,  and  to  the  granting  or  revoking  of 
probate  of  wills  and  letters  of  administration  of  the  effects  of  deceased 
persons  having  estate  or  effects  in  Ontario,  and  all  matters  arising  out 
of  or  connected  with  the  grant  or  revocation  of  probate  or  administra- 
tion, subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  Court  of  Chancery. 

Court  of  General  Sessions. —  The  County  Judge  in  each  county 
holds  a  Court  of  General  Sessions  in  this  County  semi-annually  on 
the  second  Tuesday  in  June  and  December,  except  in  the  County  of 
York,  in  which  county  said  Court  is  held  four  times,  commencing  on 
the  first  Tuesday  in  March  and  December,  and  second  Tuesday  in 
May  and  September,  for  the  trial  of  cases  of  felony  and  misdemeanor, 
but  treason  and  capital  felonies  are  exempt  from  their  jurisdiction.

Laio  Terms. — Hilary  begins  the  first  Monday  in  February,  and 
ends  Saturday  of  the  ensuing  week  ;  Easter  begins  third  Monday  in 
May,  and  ends  Saturday  of  the  second  week  thereafter  ;  Michaelmas 
begins  third  Monday  in  November,  and  ends  Saturday  of  the  second 
week  thereafter  ;  Trinity  begins  Monday  after  21st  August  and  ends 
the  Saturday  of  the  following  week.

What  Dynamite  is  and  How  it  is  Made. 

Few  people  know  what  Dynamite  is,  though  the  word  is  in  common  use.  It  is 
a  giant  gun  powder,  that  is  an  explosive  material,  varying  in  strength  and  safety  of 
handling,  according  to  the  percentage  of  nitro-glycerine  it  contains.  Nitro-glyce- 
rine,  whence  it  derives  its  strength,  is  composed  of  ordinary  glycerine  and  nitric  acid, 
compounded  together  in  certain  proportions  and  at  a  certain  temperature.  Nitro- 
glycerine, though  not  the  strongest  explosive  known,  being  exceeded  in  power  by 
nitrogen  and  other  products  of  chemistry,  is  thus  far  the  most  terrible  explosive 
manufactured  to  any  extent.  Nitro-glycerine  by  itself  is  not  safe  to  handle,  hence 
dynamite  is  preferred.  It  is  extensively  made  and  consumed  in  the  United  States 
under  various  names  of  Giant,  Hercules,  Jupiter  and  Atlas  powders,  all  of  which 
contain  anywhere  from  thirty  to  eighty  per  cent,  of  nitro-glycerine,  the  residue  of 
the  compound  being  made  up  of  rotten  stone,  non-explosive  earth,  sawdust,  char- 
coal, plaster  of  Paris,  black  powder,  or  some  ether  substance  that  takes  up  the 
glycerine  and  makes  a  porous  spongy  mass. 

Nitro-glycerine  was  discovered  by  Salvero,  an  Italian  chemist,  in  1845.  Dyna- 
mite is  prepared  by  simply  kneading  with  the  naked  hands  twenty-five  percent,  of 
infusorial  earth  and  seventy-five  per  cent,  of  nitro-glycerine  until  the  mixture  as- 
sumes a  putty  condition,  not  unlike  moist  brown  sugar.  Before  mixing  the  infusorial 
earth  is  calcined  in  a  furnace,  in  order  to  burn  out  all  organic  matter,  and  it  is  also 
sifted  to  free  it  of  large  grains.  While  still  moist  it  is  squeezed  into  cartridges, 
which  are  prepared  of  parchment  paper,  and  the  firing  is  done  by  fulminate  of  silver 
in  copper  capsules  provided  with  patent  exploders. 

Nnro-glycerine  is  made  of  nitric  acid  one  part  and  sulphuric  acid  two  parts,  to 
which  is  added  ordinary  glycerine,  and  the  mixture  is  well  washed  with  pure  water. 
The  infusion  is  composed  cf  small  microscopic  silicious  shells,  which  have  lost  their 
living  creatures.  The  cellular  parts  receive  the  nitro-glycerine  and  hold  it  by 
capillary  attraction,  both  inside  and  out.  The  earth  is  very  light.  Water  is  expelled 
from  it  by  means  of  a  furnace,  and  then,  in  the  form  of  a  powder,  it  is  mixed  with 
nitro-glycerine.  Nitro-glycerine  has  a  sweet  aromatic  pungent  taste  and  the  pecu- 
liar property  of  causing  a  violent  headache  when  placed  in  a  small  quantity  on  the 
tongue  or  wrist.  It  freezes  at  40  degrees  Fahrenheit,  becoming  a  white,  half  crys- 
talized  mass,  which  must  be  melted  by  the  application  of  water  to  a  temperature 
about  100  degrees  Fahrenheit.

The    Larder   of   an    Ocean    Steamship. 

Transatlantic  passenger  steamers  ship  about  14,000  pounds  of  fresh  meat  for 
each  trip,  20  tons  of  ice,  1,400  pounds  of  butter  and  3,000  cigars.  On  a  vessel  of 
5,000  tons  7,000  napkins  are  used  every  trip,  2,000  sheets  and  5,000  towels.  Different 
colors  are  used  on  the  upholstery  and  furniture  every  day,  because  of  the  relief  a 
change  of  scene  affords  to  persons  who  become  sea-sick  and  also  owing  to  the 
additional  freshness  of  the  atmosphere  of  the  cabins  thus  obtained.  The  steamer  is 
newly  painted  on  the  outside  from  stem  to  stern  every  voyage,  and  to  do  this  work, 
together  with  the  repairing  and  cleaning  of  upholstery,  from  200  to  400  men  are 
employed.  The  washing  is  all  done  at  the  end  of  each  voyage.  In  the  first  cabin 
of  a  first-class  steamer  there  is  $40,000  worth  of  silverware. 


LEGAL    PHRASEOLOGY. 

If  a  man  would,  according  to  law,  give  to  another  an  orange,  instead  of  saying  : 
"  I  give  you  that  orange,"  which  one  would  think  would  be  what  is  called  in  legal 
phraseology  "an  absolute  conveyance  of  all  right  and  title  therein,"  the  phrase 
would  run  thus  :  "  I  give  you  all  and  singular  my  estate  and  interest,  right,  title 
and  claim,  and  advantage  of  all  in  and  to  that  orange,  with  all  its  rind,  skin,  juice, 
pulp  and  pips,  and  all  right  and  advantage  therein,  with  full  power  to  bite,  cut,

WORTH  REMEMBERING. 

The  following  simple  rule  enables  anyone  with  the  commonest  mathematical 
education  to  ascertain  the  day  of  the  week  upon  which  any  day  of  the  month  in 
this  century  fell  or  will  fall  on  : 

To  the  given  year,  rejecting  the  century,  add  its  fourth  part,  rejecting  the  fraction. 
To  this  sum  adcTthe  day  of  the  month  and  the  ratio  for  the  given  month,  as  per 
table  below.  Divide  the  sum  by  seven,  and  the  remainder  (not  the  quotient)  will 
be  the  day  of  the  week,  counting  Sunday  as  the  first  day  :

SAVORY   MORSELS 


Omelet. — Six  eggs,  whites  and  yolks  beaten  separately ; 
half  pint  of  milk,  six  teaspoons  corn  starch,  one  teaspoon  baking 
powder,  and  a  little  salt ;  add  the  whites,  beaten  to  a  stiff  froth, 
last ;  cook  in  a  little  butter. 

Poached  Eggs  on  Toast. — Break  as  many  eggs  as  you 
wish,  one,  at  a  time,  and  drop  carefully  into  a  spider  filled  with 
boiling  water.  When  the  whites  of  the  eggs  are  well  set,  slip  a 
spoon  carefully  under  and  take  out,  laying  each  on  a  small  piece 
of  buttered  toast  on  a  platter;  put  a  small  piece  of  butter  on  each 
egg  and  a  dash  of  pepper  ;  serve  immediately. 

Beef  Croquettes.— Chop  fine  some  cold  beef ;  beat  two 
eggs  and  mix  with  the  meat  and  add  a  little  milk,  melted  butter, 
salt,  and  pepper;  make  into  rolls  and  fry. 

Potatoes  and  Cream. — Mince  cold  boiled  potatoes  fine ; 
put  them  into  a  spider  with  some  melted  butter,  cover  them, 
let  them  fry  a  little,  put  in  another  piece  of  butter,  and  pepper 
and  salt,  pour  over  them  rich  milk  or  cream  ;  boil  up  once  and 
serve. 

Escalloped  Tomatoes. — Put  into  an  earthen  baking  dish 
a  layer  of  cracker  crumbs  and  small  bits  of  butter;  then  a  layer 
of  tomatoes,  then  a  layer  of  cracker  crumbs,  seasoned,  and  so 
on  till  your  dish  is  full,  having  a  layer  of  cracker  crumbs  on  the 
top  ;  pour  over  all  a  little  water  to  moisten,  and  bake  half  an 
hour. 

Macaroni  and  Cheese. — Cook  macaroni  in  water  till 
soft,  then  put  in  a  deep  dish,  with  alternate  layers  of  grated 
crackers  and  cheese  and  a  little  salt;  fill  up  the  dish  with  milk, 
and  bake  an  hour. 

Fried  Chicken. — Cut  the  chicken  into  pieces  ;  lay  it  in  salt 
and  water,  which  change  several  times ;  roll  each  piece  in  flour ; 
fry  in  very  hot  lard  or  butter;  season  with  salt  and  pepper;  also 
fry  parsley  with  them.  Make  gravy  of  cream,  seasoned  with 
salt,  pepper,  and  mace,  thickened  with  flour  in  the  pan  in  which 
the  chicken  was  fried,  pouring  off  the  lard. 

Veal  Pates. — Chop  some  cold  veal  fine  ;  moisten  with 
cream  and  an  egg,  beaten  ;  season  with  salt,  sweet  marjoram  and 
powdered  mace  ;  then  make  up  with  the  hands  in  the  shape  of 
cones  or  patty-cakes,  and  roll  in  crumbs.  Either  fry  in  a  butter- 
ed pan  or  bake  in  a  hot  oven. 

Rice  Croquettes. — One  teacup  of  rice,  one  pint  of  milk, 
one  pint  of  water,  a  litle  salt ;  butter  a  tin,  put  in  the  mixture 
and  swell  on  the  stove,  where  it  will  not  quite  simmer.  When 
dry  add  two  eggs  beaten  light,  with  two  tablespoons  of  sugar 
and  one  of  butter.  Have  ready  cracker  crumbs  spread  on  a 
board  thickly.  Make  a  roll  of  the  rice  in  the  crumbs;  drop  in 
hot  lard  and  brown.

WHAT  TO  DO  IN  CASE  OF  FIRE. 

As  most  of  us  are  liable  to  be  caught  in  a  burning  building,  it 
would  be  well  for  us  to  impress  the  following  hints  upon  the  mind, 
as  they  may  stand  us  in  good  stead  if  a  fire  should  occur  : 

1.  Every  householder  should  make  each  person  in  his  house 
acquainted  with  the  best  means  of  escape,  whether  the  fire  breaks 
out  at  the  top  or  at  the  bottom.  In  securing  the  street  door  and 
lower  windows  for  the  night,  avoid  complicated  fastenings  or  impedi- 
ments to  an  immediate  outlet  in  case  of  fire. 

2.  Inmates,  at  the  first  alarm,  should  endeavor  to  reflect  what 
means  of  escape  there  are  in  the  house  ;  if  in  bed  at  the  time,  wrap 
themselves  in  a  blanket  or  bedside  carpet ;  open  neither  windows  nor 
doors  more  than  necessary  ;  shut  every  door  after  them.  This  is  most 
important  to  observe. 

3.  In  the  midst  of  smoke  it  is  comparatively  clear  toward  the 
ground,  consequently  progress  through  the  smoke  can  be  made  on  the 
hands  and  knees.  A  silk  handkerchief,  worsted  stocking,  or  other 
flannel  substance  wetted  and  drawn  over  the  face,  permits  free 
breathing,  and  excludes,  to  a  great  extent,  the  smoke  from  the  lungs. 
A  wet  sponge  is  alike  efficacious. 

4.  In  the  event  of  being  unable  to  escape,  either  by  the  street 
door  or  roof,  the  persons  in  danger  should  immediately  make  their 
way  to  a  front  room  window,  taking  care  to  close  the  door  after  them, 
and  those  who  have  charge  of  the  household  should  ascertain  that 
every  individual  is  there  assembled. 

5.  Persons  thus  circumstanced  should  never  precipitate  themselves 
from  the  windows  while  there  remains  the  least  probability  of  assist- 
ance ;  and  even  in  the  last  extremity  a  plain  rope  is  invaluable,  or 
recourse  may  be  had  to  joining  sheets  or  blankets  together,  fastening 
one  end  around  the  bedpost  or  other  furniture.  This  will  enable  one 
person  to  lower  all  the  others  separately,  and  the  last  may  let  himself 
down  with  comparatively  little  risk. 

Clothes  on  Fil*e. — So  many  accidents  are  daily  occurring  from 
broken  kerosene  lamps,  that  it  is  very  important  to  know  what  to  do 
under  such  circumstances.  Three  persons  out  of  four  would  rush 
right  up  to  the  burning  individual,  and  begin  to  paw  with  their  hands 
without  any  aim.  It  is  useless  to  tell  the  victim  to  do  this  or  that,  or 
call  for  water.  In  fact  it  is  generally  best  not  to  say  a  word,  but 
seize  a  blanket  from  a  bed,  or  a  cloak,  or  any  woolen  fabric — if 
none  is  at  hand,  take  any  heavy  material — hold  the  corners  as  far 
apirt  as  you  can,  stretch  them  higher  than  your  head,  and  running 
boldly  to  the  person,  make  a  motion  of  clasping  in  the  arms,  just 
about  the  shoulders.  This  instantly  smothers  the  fire  and  saves  the 
face.  The  next  instant  throw  the  unfortunate  person  on  the  floor. 
This  is  an  additional  safety  to  the  face  and  breath,  and  any  remnant 
of  flame  can  be  put  out  more  leisurely.  When  the  person  whose 
clothes  take  fire  is  alone,  the  danger  is  not  unfrequently  increased  by 
the  sufferer  running  about  in  a  state  of  alarm  ;  whereas  it  would  be 
better  for  him  to  roll  on  the  floor  until  the  fire  is  extinguished,  or 
better  still,  to  cover  himself  with  a  loose  carpet,  rug,  or  blanket,  to 
exclude  the  air,  till  a  sufficient  supply  of  water  is  obtained  to  throw 
over  him.  In  either  case,  after  the  fire  has  been  put  out,  the  indi- 
vidual should  be  placed  on  a  bed,  and  the  clothes  removed  piecemeal 
by  cutting  them  off  ;  much  caution  is  required  in  taking  av/ay  the 
body  linen  without  tearing  off  the  skin,  and  where  the  linen  sticks, 
so  much  only  should  be  cut  off  as  can  be  detached  readily.

To  Purify  the  Cistern. 

Malodorous  cisterns  are  a  common  experience  especially  during 
the  summer  months  and  still  more  especially  when  filled  by  spring  and 
early  summer  rains.  Whatever  may  be  the  chemistry  of  the  cause, 
the  remedy  is  very  simple.  Violent  and  through  agitation  of  the  en- 
tire contents  of  the  cistern,  continued,  say  half  an  hour,  and  repeated 
weekly  duiing  the  warm  season,  is  a  sure  cure.  A  cord  and  bucket, 
with  a  weight  attached  to  sink  the  bucket,  are  the  implements.  Let 
the  bucket  sink  to  the  bottom,  then  draw  it  repeatedly  to  and  above 
the  surface,  and  repeat  the  operation  in  quick  succession  until  the 
water  is  thoroughly  aerted  and  the  trouble  will  have  disappeared.
